Dwiſions and diſtractions increaſe dayly in their army, 
eſpecially amongſt the Supertours and Officers, who have 
dlnall diſputarions upon ſeverall differences, ſome being 
deftrous tq havea itrong party of Horſe and Dragoones 
ſent Southward for the relief of the Lord Gorzng and hs ar- 
my ; others declaring againſt it ; ſaying, That they had r4- 
ther keep one Body 11 a defenſive poiture, then to hazard toth, 
which wmdeed was the exprefiien of Sir: Marmaauke him- 
ſelf, who. ſtands much againſtthe dividing of his Army,and 
will by no meanes afſent to thoſe Propoſitions for the ſend- 
mg of a party into the South , but hath reſolved to oppoſe 
the proccedings thereof, and to keep his Army 1n the North, 
untill ſuch time that the additionall Forces from Scotland 
are joyned with him.
